NEW ORLEANS (U P I) - While 
the heart of the city returned to 
normal today the police chief said he 
is convinced that a second member 
of a sniper team that killed six 
persons escaped The people were 
quiet and calm but still afraid. 
A search of every one of the 300 
rooms in the Howard Johnson Hotel 
produced no trace of a second 
sniper. Police lifted roadblocks that 
had closed off a 50-square-block 
area of the city. 
It was a cold, cloudy and windy 
winter day as the people returned to 
work all over town. But traffic was 
lighter than usual for rush hour on 
Loyola Boulevard, which runs in 
front of the 18-story hotel that was 
the scene of the bloody fighting 
Sunday and Monday. 
“ People are afraid to use the 
street this morning,“ said a cab 
driver who noted the lighter-than- 
usual traffic. 
Police Superintendent Clarence 
Giarrusso said he believed there 
was a second sniper and that he was 
either a “ super brain’’ or police 
negligence allowed him to escape 
The sniper or snipers began firing 
from atop the hotel, which is acoss 
the street from City Hall and only 
four blocks from the city's famed 
French Quarter, Sunday morning 
after setting fire to a number of 
rooms. 
Seven persons were killed — 
including a black sniper and three 
white policemen —and at least 20 
others were wounded in the ensuing 
gunfire that lasted more than 24 
hours, police said. The dead also 
included a Virginia couple on their 
second honeymoon and the hotel s 
assistant manager. 
“ I was in the Navy and I’ve never 
seen anything so well planned,'' said

Pre-paid health care 
to be big issue 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Two powerful democrats with 
conflicting gubernatorial aspirations soon will begin 
pushing rival bills to provide cradle-to-grave health care 
for virtually every Californian. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan also will sponsor legislation to 
insure citizens against financial disaster in “ catastrophic” 
illnesses. 
Pre-paid health care is expected to be one of the biggest 
issues of the 1973-74 legislative session, replacing such past 
controversies as property tax relief and welfare. Both of 
these issues have been resolved. 
The most ambitious health bills with the greatest chance 
of passage will be authored by two Democrats competing 
for their party’s 1974 gubernatorial nomination: Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti of Van Nuys and Senate Majority 
Leader George Moscone of San Francisco. 
Both feel deeply that adequate health care is out of 
’financial reach for low-income and many middle class 
citizens. 
They 
also 
believe 
that 
by 
pressing 
for 
comprehensive health insurance the average man can 
afford they will be rewarded at the ballot box. 
"Unquestionably health is the top issue in the country and 
certainly in the state,” Moscone told UPI. “ Health care 
delivery today is rather shabby.” 
Moscone’s bill will be modeled after one he introduced 
last year. Several hearings were held but the senator never 
brought the bill up for a vote because, as one aide said, 
“obviously it wasn’t going to pass the Senate.” 
“The chances are better this year,” Moscone said, while

measure even if it did pass the legislature. 
Senator to push for 
no-fault insurance 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sen 
Alfred H. Song, D- 
Monterey Park, has promised an “all-out effort” this year 
to pass a no-fault auto insurance bill guaranteeing 
motorists a reduction in premiums. 
Song Monday introduced a measure (SB10) basically 
similar to one killed last year in the Senate. 
“ No-fault will be enacted this year—if not on the state 
level, on the federal level,” Song predicted. 
Introduction of the bill set the stage for another 
showdown between trial lawyers and a number of insurance 
companies and consumer groups. 
The lawyers adamantly opposed the proposal last year, 
contending it would deprive accident victims of their 
chance to sue. 
Under no-fault, a motorist or victim is paid by his own 
insurance company regardless of who causes the accident. 
Song's bill would allow victims to seek additional 
damages in court after their medical expenses exceeded 


$ 1,000. 
The proposal would also provide for payment of medical 
treatment up to $50,000, 85 per cent of lost wages up to $750 
a month with a maximum of $5,000 and funeral expenses up 
to 1,000. 
Motorists could purchase additional coverage.

Nixon. “ Then he’s old before his time. An individual makes 
a terrible error when he slows down his interests or his 
brain.” 
Nixon believes being president is a healthy occupation. 
“ I’ve never been of the opinion that the burdens of the 
office cause a breakdown in health,” he said “ Boredom is 
more likely to cause health and emotional problems. ” 
“ And,” 
he added, 
“You never get bored in the 
presidency.” 
The President philosophized about growing old in an 
interview Monday in his hideaway office in the Executive 
Office Building next door to the White House. Under pre-set 
ground rules, the conversation was restricted to the subject 
of his birthday.

Phantom jets reported destroying supply trucks at two 
locations in the southern panhandle while jets from the 
carrier Enterprise “ caused numerous secondary explo­ 
sions’ at a fuel supply depot near Vinh, 137 miles north of 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ), spokesmen said 
In Cambodia, native Communist insurgents scored their 
most spectacular success of the 34-month war Monday by 
capturing strategic Preah Prasap, 15 miles northeast of 
Phnom Penh on the Mekong River. 
UPI reporter Sylvana Foa said the market town fell just 
after the arrival of reinforcements, and government casu­ 
alties were believed to have been heavy. The Cambodian 
high command said 10 government soldiers were killed and 
another 50 wounded

Club Soda Used 


To Remove Stains 


Bv POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—Tell Mrs. J. B. to use club soda on her 
indoor-outdoor carpet to remove the milk stains. Pour a 
small amount on a rag or sponge and rub gently — no 
rinsing needed. I have used club soda on several types of 
carpet and upholstery and had good results each time. It 
also loosens any ground-in spots as well as organic stains 
such as puppy accidents. I, too, have a baby who spits 
up and, believe me, club soda has been a byword in clean­ 
ing carpet stains. It does not leave a tell-tale ring, either. 
Do hope this helps Mrs. J.B.—MRS. B. M. 


DEAR GIRLS—Club soda is also a great favorite with 
my family for this use. Fast action has lots to do with the 
success of any spot remover. If the spots have been there 
too long for the club soda to be effective, Mrs. J. B. 
might try a remedy suggested by the Carpet Institute, 
which is, wet a clean white cloth or sponge with a simple 
solution made of one teaspoon neutral detergent, one tea­ 
spoon white vinegar and a quart of water. Work from 
edges to center and blot dry with paper towels. A hair 
dryer or electric fan could be used to speed up the drying. 
The procedure can be followed by a cleaning fluid if it 
should be needed for greasy spots like milk. This should 
also answer Clara’s problem with greasv candle spots.— 
POLLY

NEW YORK — (NEA) — The Super Bowl contains the 
Great Tossed Salad in the sky, with equal amounts of re­ 
ligion. patriotism and militarism flung together. 
Now on the year’s most important Sunday — Super Sun­ 
day (Easter Is now the Second Super Sunday) — the 
nation is treated to a view of Armageddon. The two great­ 
est cleated powers of the universe clash while 70 million 
fervent citizens sit in a cathedral of silence, then erupt 
in cathedral howls or cathedral yawns. 
In V of the first VI Super Bowls of recorded history, 
the yawns have it. 
The Super Bowl has emerged in a very short span as 
perhaps the most important single event in modern Amer­ 
ica. Not the national elections, not the release of the 
second Archie Bunker album can match the Super Bowl 
for sheer ecstasy. 
A review of the history of the Super Bowl (do gongs go 
off in your head, too, when those words roll?) may explain 
how this miracle came to pass. 
GENESIS, of Super Bowl I, Green Bay vs. Kansas City: 
The most intensive mass propagandizing technique ever 
was used to herald the first SUPER SUNDAY. Hardly a 
commercial went by without some pulpit-like voice re­ 
minding you of “ The Big One’’ coming up. Dear Diary, it 
was thrilling: 
But, alas, it was all anticlimax after the 4,000 pigeons 
were released just before the game. If 4,000 pigeons had 
been released before each quarter, then perhaps the ex­ 
citement of the game would have been sustained. Green 
Bay 35, Kansas City 10. 


II. Green Bay vs. Oakland: 
The only Super Bowl game ever played in the history of 
Mankind that was more delirious with excitement than 
Super Bowl II was Super Bowl I. 
The highlight again occurred just before the game. A 
30-foot high Green Bay Packer float stalked across the 
field belching smoke from three-foot-wide nostrils. At 
the 50-yard line he met up with a Raider of the same 
monstrous dimensions. 
Everyone missed the pigeons. Green Bay 33, Oakland 
14. 
III. Baltimore vs. New York Jets: 
This game changed the course of history, like the Battle 
of Jericho. A long-haired fellow who blew his own horn 
saved the upstart new league, the AFL.

Cannons went off and grown men dressed in British and 
American costumes fell down.

V. Baltimore vs. Dallas: 
On Super Sunday morning, a group of reporters were 
standing in front of the Americana Hotel in Miami waiting 
for the press bus to take them to the game. Coming down 
Collins Avenue happened to be what looked like five or 
six families, on bicycles, with pennants fluttering on 
handlebars, apparently on the way to a picnic someplace. 
Veteran sportswriter Jimmy Cannon, a tough side-of- 
the-mouth-talking New Yorker, spotted this group and 
said, “ Look what inflation has done to the Hell’s Angels.”

VI. Miami vs. Dallas: 
Sometime before Super Sunday. Miami coach Don Shula 
received a phone call at his home at 1:30 in the morning. 
It was the President of the United States of America, 
Richard M. Nixon, calling with a play that he was sure 
would work for the Dolphins (it didn’t). 
Nixon said he couldn’t sleep because he was thinking so 
hard about this super play. 
“ I thought it was some nut calling,” said Shula.

Bass advice 


By M. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
Very little change in fishing out of Port San Luis. One day 
conditions are good; next day the sw ells are back again. 
The few boat owners who braved the Arctic conditions were 
well rewarded, judging by the 33-pound white sea bass 
caught by Mike Robertson of Santa Maria. Ling cod have 
been included in the bag of bottom fish caught by the rock 
fisherm en, 
but 
blues and 
red 
rock cod 
have 
been 
predominant in the take All are fine eating fish 
The Harbor A ssociates Launching facility has taken on a 
new look with a sparkling coat of paint, and with free 
coffee, is a popular fishing forum. No crying tow els are 
given out. 
The two party boats are going out if and when weather 
conditions are favorable. 
The 
holiday week between 
Christm as and New Year usually brings quite a few 
fisherm en from the valley, but this year the w eather w as so 
bad that the boat operators had to turn full loads away. 
There is no fortune in the fishing boat business. 
For anyone wanting som e restful rock fishing we suggest 
the shore around the entrance to the Port San Luis pier. 
Two rods are allowable, and one is baited with dead fish 
entrails for rock crabs, and the other with herring or 
shrimp for lings and what ever rock fish happen to be 
around. 
Party boats from San Simeon will not open up until April. 
Check with Virge M oore’s Landing in Morro Bay for exact 
opening dates. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Very little to report, as cold w eather has put a stopper on 
m ost fishing on local lakes, except for a few dedicated bass 
anglers With the advent of winter, it does not mean to hang 
up the bass gear till the warm w eather sets in. In fact the 
above mentioned dedicated anglers claim winter is the best 
tim e to fish the w iley black bass, as there are few boats out 
and no skiers or speed boats to roil up the water. 
Max Charlesworth, a tackle-tester for G arcia and other 
fishing tackle firm s in his spare tim e, is a past B assm aster 
and takes his bass fishing seriously He agrees that winter 
is the best tim e for a dedicated bass angler. The 
B assm asters are a national bass fishing organization 
devoted 
to 
scientific and 
conservation 
bass 
fishing, 
dessim ating advise and conservation data to the various 
organizations and anglers. One of their tenets is to release 
all bass caught, except what is needed for the pan. 
Our bass expert enlarged on the various w ays to take bass 
in winter. 
First, a com fortable boat with lots of leg room Second, 
keep warm. The bass fisherm an takes weather worse than 
a duck hunter, and should be properly clad for all weather. 
He said all the local lakes w ere good bass lakes, taking in 
Cachuma, N acim iento. M argarita and Lopez. 
But he 
personally favors San Antonio Lake. As to the setup. 
Charlesworth takes not less than five rods all set up with 
either jigs, plastic worm s or pork rind eels. Starting with 
the worm s, he favored a hook-up consisting of an offset 40 
hook threaded into the top of the worm. Attached to a 30 
inch leader and sw ivel, with two buck shot above the 
swivel. This rig properly worked gives the worm a snake 
like motion. 
For a dirty bottom , a sliding sw ivel above the worm is 
used, to give a sliding motion. The cast is m ade and the lure 
hits bottom, then start to retrieve in short jerks. Never let 
the bait rest, keep it moving. 
Deep water is a requisite, and Fathom eter is useful, but 
not essential. Our expert claim s that better action can be 
achieved on a sloping water floor. Apparently action is one 
of the main considerations in w inter bass fishing. One other 
thing is that he recom m ends a level wind reel for this type 
of angling. A spinning reel is all right for surface casting 
where distance is to be achieved 
Winter bass fishing is not fun as generally accepted, but 
hard work under som etim es m iserable conditions. But so is 
a lot of angling. Look at steelhead fishing on the northern 
rivers. It is the sport that m akes the discom forts bearable 
This short account of winter bassing may be of interest, 
and everyone wanting further inform ation can contact us. 
and we will put them in touch with Max 
The only stocking inform ation we have to hand is that 
Lake Cachuma, Piru and C asitas Lakes were due for 
planting last w eek, as w ere Ventura River North Fork.

The brush, pen, palate, knife and chisel are the tools used bv many 
artists to express themselves but when Caryl Koberg feels artistically 
inclined she sits down to her sewing machine. 
Thirteen of her unusual creations are being exhibited at the Allan 
Hancock College Art Gallery through Feb. I. The works include 
pennants, banners, quilts and three dimensional fabric sculpture. 
Titled "Fabrics: An Environment” by George Muro, chairman of the 
Fine Arts Department, the Hancock exhibit is Mrs. Koberg’s first one- 
woman show. 
Mrs. Koberg is the wife of Cal Poly State University architectural 
department instructor John Koberg She studied to be an interior 
decorator before pennants and banners caught her creative 
imagination. 
Her works begin as sketches, then are developed to highly detailed 
diagrams. Materials are then collected from a variety of stores, 
including a major material outlet in San Francisco. 
Many of the works are functional, and could serve as quilts or 
coverlets for a bed Others are strictly "hangups ”, designed as 
message inspired posters Still others, like "Float No. 1” and some 
tubular round objects, are actually sculpture. 
The gallery is open Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
and Monday through Thursday from 7-9 p.m. The public is invited. 
There is no charge.

Anthology” before you see it this 
week: the Showcase program and

more pleasant evening of theater. 
In short, Showcase allows AHC's

Donovan Marley, PACT’S director 
of

explains 
that

Showcase program, which started 
this year, is designed “ to give us a 
chance to cast actors so they can 
work on their acting weaknesses.” 
The opportunity is not always 
available 
because 
the

season is announced before Marley 
and his staff know what they have to 
work with in terms of actors. 
Showcase selections, on the other 
hand, are choosen to “ fit 
the 
actors. 
“ Our risk runs higher because we 
slant 
Showcase 
pieces 
toward 
actor’s 
weaknesses. 
We 
can 
experiment with the freedom to 
totally fail,” Marley said. 
There is no pressure to achieve a 
box office success as well as an 
artistic success with Showcase, 
which begins this year because 
PACT has a large enough staff and 
student body for the first time. 
PACT will stage three Showcase 
productions for this academic year. 
Each is limited to three or four 
performances. The first production, 
“ Spoon 
River Anthology” , 
runs 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday at 8 
p.m. There is one 2 p.m. matinee on 
Saturday. 
First priority on tickets has been

to 
P A C T ’S 
season 
subscribers as an added bonus on 
their season ticket. Remaining seats 
( Marley estimates 200 at least per 
show) will be sold to the general 
public for $1 each. 
Marley and Stuart Sutton, “ Spoon 
River” 
director, 
have 
quickly 
pointed out that “ Spoon River” is a 
full stage production and “ not any 
kind of a cop out. ” 


The set is minimal but effective, 
according to Sutton. Costumes are 
from stock. Music will be provided 
by 
actors 
and 
musicians 
via 
autoharp, jew s harp, harmonicas, 
and guitars. 
“ Spoon 
River 
Anthology 
was 
selected as the first presentation in 
the Showcase program because of 
the problems it presents to the 


student actor. While not placing a 
great burden on the student’s ability 
to sustain a role over the length of 
an entire evening, the actor is

“ Spoon River Anthology” 
fits 
their needs because of its form. The 
book, written by Edgar Lee Masters 
(1869 — 1950» and published in 1915, 
contains

drunkards, 
skinflints, secret saints and private 
lechers, dreamers and idealists — 
who lived and are buried in the 
graveyard of Spoon River a small 
midwestern town. 
Each “ Spoon River 
character 
tells his story* from his grave, often 
commenting ironically on the words 
and 
symbols 
carved 
on 
his 
gravestone. 
Masters’ device (epitaphs) “ of 
allowing men and women who hated 
or guiltily loved each other to speak 
for themselves lends substance to 
the mere recorded facts of sudden

Lewis developed Masters' theme. 
The “ Spoon River” play was 
adapted from the book by actor and 
director Charles Aidman.

The Farm House helping alcoholics 


In the dining room of The Farm House, a new home for 
“ care and therapy for alcoholic men and women” 
located on Sweeney Road, a recent Santa Barbara News- 
Press story about The Farm House is stapled to a 
cupboard door Often Charles and Vi Willis, owners and 
operators of The Farm House, glance at the article. 
“ It is part of what has been happening to us since we 
got to Lompoc.” Charles said last week. 
The Willis’ came to Lompoc in October with the vague 
idea of opening a detoxification home, They knew 
nothing about Lompoc (being from L A ) or if a need for 
such a facility existed in the area They did not know if 
one or several rehabilitation homes for alcoholics 
already operated in Lompoc. 
After driving 5,000 miles in two months in a camper 
truck around California looking for something (They 
weren’t sure what) Charles and Vi read a newspaper ad 
m Santa Barbara for a large house to rent on Sweeney 
Road. 


“ We read newspapers in every town for clues of what 
we should do,” Vi told 
When they saw the big, two story house which sat 
serenely out of town on 20 acres of farm land Mr, and 
Mrs Willis knew it was the right place for them to be. 
They immediately leased the house and started buying 
used furniture at local garage sales. Soon everything fell 
into place. 


They met someone who suggested contacting Roger 
Owen, Associate Director of Santa Barbara County 
Mental Health for Alcoholism Services, who introduced 
them to Mel Anderson, psychiatric social worker for 
Mental Health in Lompoc Owen told the Willis' of a 
great need for a detoxification house in the Lompoc area. 
Two weeks before we got here, he was on a local 
radio station asking people to look out for a site for a 
rehabilitation 
house 
around 
Lompoc, 
said 
Vi, 
emphasizing the unlikelihood of it 
I he Willis were encouraged and offered guidance by 
Mental Health and the National Council on Alcohoiism- 
Santa Barbara Area 
They sent out over 200 letters to the local hospital, 
churches, 
physicians, 
news 
rnedias, 
probation 
department, 
police 
department, 
and 
barbershops 
announcing inception of The Farm House 
The response was tremendous, very favorable, 
recalled Vi. 
People called to voice their support Some donated 
needed household items: bedding, beds, a bedroom set, 
washing machine, dishes, a box of food from Christmas 
Cheer, “ One lovely big pot 
(They still need more > 
Then Dick Anderson of the Santa Barbara News Press 


wrote a story on The Farm House. The story, Charles 
and Vi felt, was significant. 
“ Things like this just don’t happen,” related Charles. 
Mr. and Mrs. Willis can’t interpret everything that 
happened to them in Lompoc as coincidental. However, 
The Farm House, equipped to accommodate six 
"residents 
now at one time, is operating in Lompoc, 
whatever the cause — accident, luck, work fate, or 
divine dispensation 


Proper licensing as a detoxification facility has been 
applied for. 
“ Now we are sharing our home,” qualified Mrs. Willis. 
In three months, 12 residents have passed through The 
Farm House. One former resident had a relapse and is 
now in a rehabilitation program in Santa Barbara. The 
whereabouts of three are unknown. Eight have not 
returned to drinking. 
“ No one knows about an alcoholic," said Vi “ All we

know is that they are sober today. ” 
This rather impressive start for The Farm House in 
treating alcoholics who volunteer themselves for 
detoxification and rehabilitation is based on a logical 
premise of Mr. and Mrs Willis. 
Alcoholics can better recover if they have a chance to 
objectively see their life in a new environment “ instead 
of drying out and returning to the same environment, 
which happens to most alcoholics today.” 


The h arm House, which receives no government aid, 
is that chance, according to Charles and Vi. Alcoholics 
are referred by Mental Health. National Council on 
Alcoholism (NCA), physicians, welfare department, and 
other people working with alcoholics. 
Residents 
pay 
for 
The 
Farm 
House 
services 
“ according to their ability.” They spend weeks to a 
month drying out, attending required therapy (rapi 
sessions three times weekly, eating good food and living 
in a home atmosphere. 


“ The main objective of the meetings is to help 
alcoholics to obtain a more objective view point of 
themselves, how he relates to the community and his 
fellow man,” explained Vi 
Mental Health. NCA, and Alcoholics Anonymous 
supplement The Farm House s program with further 
free counseling for residents. 


Residents also help in and around the house. Charles 
noted that in addition to the lawn there is a vegetable 
garden which receives residents attention The Farm 
House wants to obtain some livestock to work with 
"No one is told what to do We suggest.” Vi said 
The want of Charles and Vi (both in their 40 s) to 
operate a rehab house like The Farm House for people 
with drinking 
illness came from their personal 
experience with alcohol. Both are recovered alcoholics 
In 1968, Vi worked as a cook and Charles worked as a 
maintenance man in a half-way house for mental 
patients in San Francisco. At the same time, the Willis' 
were going through a therapy program for alcoholics 
across town. They recognized many of the "mental” 
patients as advanced alcoholics, but there was no 
rehabilitation program for them. 


"There was nothing for these people to do < at the half­ 
way house). They lived there and went out and repeated 
(drinking). said Vi 
She went on "This is what made us have the idea of 
starting a rehab house like The Farm House 
Five years later, by accident, luck. work. fate, or 
divine dispensation, it happened —ST.

Bungling budget 


A clear case of bungling bureaucracy is 
exemplified in Lompoc Valley s backyard 
as one studies the reluctance of the Bureau 
of Prisons now to enter into an agreement 
to join the city of Lompoc and other 
entities 
in 
the 
establishment 
of 
the 
regional wastewater treatment plant. 
On the one hand we have government 
telling us to clean up our wastewater 
facilities, make them more modern and do 
it in the cheapest manner possible. The 
Bureau of Prisons has agreed from the 
beginning 
that 
for 
their 
Federal 
Correctional 
Institution, 
the 
regional 
treatment facility complex would be the 
most 
modern, 
would 
be 
the 
most 
economical. 
However, Bureau of Prison analysts 
failed, apparently, to budget properly to 
become part of the scheme and now the 
word comes from Washington that the 
Federal Correctional Institution may have 
to pull out. 
Should the Bureau of Prisons stick to a

decision not to participate, the FCI still 
needs a plant to handle sewerage under 
present 
requirements. 
The 
Regional 
Water Quality Control Board states that 
all studies indicate that for the Bureau of 
Prisons to undertake rebuilding on its own 
would almost double the cost of entering 
the regional plant system. If such is the 
case, wonder where that money will come 
from? 
A deadline of February 1 has now been 
put on the Bureau of Prisons to make up 
their mind whether to join the regional 
system or not. If not, a February 1 
deadline is imposed for the Bureau of 
Prisons to submit plans to provide equal 
wastewater treatment. 


Meanwhile, deadlines face the city of 
Lompoc 
and 
the 
other 
entities 
of 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills in 
putting the regional package together. 
Without the FCI, certainly the program 
will be affected to a major degree. 


Remote Mr. Nixon

The typical bill passed 
nowadays by Congress gives the 
President the power to invoke or not 
to invoke this or that measure; 
gives him the responsibility for 
naming the members of this or the 
other board; passes sense-of-the- 
Congress resolutions while ignoring 
the simpler remedy of decreeing 
how things shall be. And of course in 
matters economic, it is particularly 
fond of passing lazy inflationary 
bills and expecting the President to 
veto them; or. if he fails to do so, 
contriving somehow to blame the 
President 
for the 
inflation that 
ensures. 


The 
focus 
of 
Congressional 
resentment, at this writing, is the 
recent bombing of North Vietnam, 
and the refusal of Mr. Rogers and 
Mr. Kissinger to appear before a 
Senate com m ittee to “explain ’ the 
President s decision. All kinds of 
things are being deduced from the 
President’s 
recent 
reclusiveness, 
but a few critical observations are 
usually left unmade, to wit;

Starvation diet 


Since most all of us have been 
overeating this past month or so, I 
thought I d bring up the subject of 
diet and the value of food. Could you 
believe that Americans are eating 
them selves into a general state of 
malnutrition? That sounds crazy, 
particularly when you look around 
and see so many fat people, but it is 
true and the food and advertising 
industries are the cause of it. I have 
written several columns along this 
line and Time magazine recently 
used this subject for their cover 
story. 
This ridiculous situation has now 
com e to the attention of a Senate 
Hunger Com m ittee which hopefully 
will do something positive. 
The 
m edical 
profession 
is 
largely 
ignorant about nutrition and few 
nutritionists are being trained at 
this tim e, nor are the young people 
in the schools learning about the 
values of foods or how to buy 
intelligently. The year I spent taking 
“dom estic science’ 
was taken up 
with learning to make white sauce, 
fold egg whites and make caram el 
candy. Luckily, when I married, 
som eone 
gave 
me 
a 
cookbook 
containing a chapter on nutrition 
Sen. Schweiker of Pennsylvania , 
who is pushing legislation on this 
subject, calls the U.S. “a nation of 
nutritional illiterates” which are 
pretty strong words but the evidence 
points to the truthfulness of his 


statem ent. It makes one wonder 
about 
the 
intelligence 
of 
the 
consum er when you see a market 
basket piled high with T V. dinners 
and packaged everything else you 
can 
imagine. 
Intelligence 
aside, 
don’t their taste buds tell them 
anything? 
Compared 
to 
freshly 
prepared food a convenience food is 
not in the sam e ballpark as far as 
taste is concerened. Maybe nobody 
tastes any more! Takes too much 


tim e! Well, if taste doesn’t get to 
you, how about considering the price 
factor? Packaged foods are much 
more expensive than making the 
sam e thing from scratch. The only 
thing to be said for them is that they 
will save time. So what do you do 
with the tim e saved? The final 
stroke against convenience foods 
generally is that they are “calorie 
em pty” , or devoid of much food 
value, compared to fresh foods. 


It is now becoming apparent that 
a large contributing factor to the 
tremendous doctor bills we pay in 
this country is the combination of 
poor eating habits and the continual 
use of these convenience foods, 
which becam e so popular after the 
Second World War. A professor of 
nutrition 
at 
Berkeley 
says that 
“ undernourished mothers and their 
sickly 
infants, 
physically 
and 
m e n ta lly 
in fer io r 
ch ild r e n , 
absenteeism of adults and children, 


the costs of tooth decay, diabetes, 
obesity and digestive disturbances, 
as well as loss of life from heart 
disease’’ are all part of the poor 
nutrition picture. It has been said 
that we take better care of our cars 
than we do our bodies. A car owner, 
when he drives into a gas station for 
gas and oil doesn’t have the large 
choice that a housewife does when 
she goes into the grocery, either. 
Here’s 
where 
the 
advertising 
industry com es into the picture. 


T V. does a great job of turning 
youngsters on to cereals and foods 
that have sm all nutritional value 
and the sports fans are urged to 
have a bowl of “ nutty crunchies 
close at hand” as you watch so and 
so battle it out on the screen. If it is 
crunchy, pink or blue or bilious 
green, 
formed 
into 
a 
circle, 
triangle, cornucopia or animal, it 
should be just the thing. Crunchiness 
is the big secret, I guess. 


To satisfy this basic requirement I 
just happen to have on hand two 
recipes 
that 
would 
gladden 
the 
hearts of the nutritionists as well as 
the eaters and all that is required is 
som e tim e on Mom’s part. In fact, 
even the kids could make them. But 
you are going to have to “tune in” 
next Tuesday to get these recipes 
because I have run out of my alloted 
space on the editorial page this 
week. Just like in the soap operas!
